Kissinger: 
-Aid won’t 
be cut off

WASHINGTON. — Following a 
closed 90-minute briefing with the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, Kissinger told reporters that 
“there is no question of cutting off" 
aid to any country in the Middle 
East. 

He said U.S. aid policies would 
be determined in relation to the 
overall foreign policy objective of 
the U.S. 

“We are not engaged in any 
punitive action here,” he said. , 

Kissinger spoke in responze to 
newsmen‘s questions. He had been 
asked if the U.S. was planning to 
“lessen” aid to any of the coun- 


‘tries in the Middle East. But his 


answer referred to a “cutoff” of aid, 
which implies mo American aid 
whatsoever. He did not say whether 
there could be a lessening of U.S. 
aid to Israel or other Middle East 
countries under’ the U.S. reassess- 
ment of foreign policy, as State 
Department spokesman Anderson 
had earlier suggested. 

Kissinger once again expressed 
disappointment in the collapse of 
the talks, explaining that there was 
now “a greater danger of war ant 


‘a lesser possibility of peace.” 


Kissinger said the U.S. now faces 
a new situation of some peril in 
the Middle East, making a reassess- 
ment of U.S. policy inevitable. The 
U.S. cannot conduct foreign policy 
on the basis of the past, he said.

Israel has no cushion of for- 
eign-currency reserves, and will 
‘be dependent on financial aid 
from the U.S. Government right 
up to the end of the present de- 
cade. This fact is going to he 
revealed when the Treasury's 
latest Five-Year Economic Fore- 
cast (for 1975-79) is tabled be- 
fore the inisterial Hconomic 
Committee a month from now. 

Despite considerable belt-tichten- 
ing and a major export drive, the 
foreign-trade deficit, currently 
$3,300m. a year, will still be around 
$2,500m. in 1979. Up till the Oc- 
tober war, ‘Israelis hardly needed 
any American aid, because with 
the support of world Jewry they 
could match the financial power of 
the Arab states confronting them. 

Today the Western world's trans- 
fer of $40,000m. a year to the Arab 
oil nations --- over and above what 
their petrol was fetching in normal 
times — takes them out of Israei's 
financial league. 

The trade deficit is largely an 
arms deficit, and U.S. assistance, 
starting (hopefully) at $2,500m. in 
1975/76 but declining over the 
years, is vital if Israel is to retain 
8. viable defence posture. 

This point is sensitive, owing to 
the power it gives the Americans 
to press for political concessions 
to the Arabs, now that the Kissin- 
ger mediation talks have broken 
down. 

Israel's situation would be far 
less vulnerable had the warnings 
of the Economic Planning Au- 
thority been heeded over the past 
decade. The EPA's recommendation, 
monotonously repeated (under its 
successive directors David Kochav, 
Yaacov Arnon and Eliezer Ronen, 
as well as the present incumbent 
Simha Landau}, was to let private 
consumption grow by only 5-6 per 
cent a year. or 2-3 per cent per 
capita. As output was increasing 
by 10 per cent, the excess of pro. 
duction would have gone to improve 
the trade balance. 

According to Landau, private con- 
sumption grew a good deal more 
rapidly, because the inflow of for- 
eign capital (from Bonds, German 
restitutions, depositors, investors and 
other sources) was greater than 
expected. ‘We ate all this capital 
up — instead of letting it accum- 
ulate in the foreign exchange re- 
serves,” he recalled. He was speak- 
ing to The Jerusalem Post in an in- 
terview on Sunday. 

What of the future? The old 
practice of letting consumption 
swell practically as fast as the 
Gross National Product is no longer 
feasible. Even on the most optimis- 
tic reckoning, the expected capital

inflow will not be sufficient to feed 
anything but a modest increase in 
average living standards. 

Therefore two prospects are in 
view. One is that new tax burdens 
will have to be imposed each and 
every year, in order to mop up the 
difference between the increase in 
output and the increase in consump- 
tion-plus-savings. “The more sav- 
ings increase, the less taxes must 
increase,” he points out. 

(Observers hint in this connec- 
tion that the revenue increase can 
be achieved through upping the © 
value added tax by one or more‘ 
percentage points each year; which - 
makes the VAT's enactment in 
October of this year particularly 
timely, they say.) 

The second prospect is that if 
the Government and the public do. 
not abide by the rules of the game-: 
this time — the penalty will be-. 
heavy unemployment. “As it is,” 
Landau says, “we must get used 
to living with a mild level of un- 
employment." Getting rid of Israel's 
habitual over-employment is recom- |: 
mended by economists as part of -" 
a re-structuring process, which Τα 
quires a shift of manpower away 
from the excessively voracious do- 
mestic market. The labour is need-.. 
ed instead to make good the serious ᾿- 
lag in exports. 

Demand will have to be restrained . 
in the local market, so as to gene- 
rate this “frictional” unemployment. . 
What Landau's figures show is that 
the restraint of demand is not just 
a desirable goal, as in the past — 
which could be achieved or not 
achieved (and in fact was not). It 
is today an unavoidable necessity. -

5.5 per cent, partly frictional un- | 
employment (of persons between " 
jobs), partly disguised unemploy- - 
Ment (persons working five daya a:

“The biggest problem ahead 
is how to increase output and ex- 
ports without giving any correspond- 
jug increase in remuneration,” Lan- 
dau says. The test will be felt in 
the coming two years. “If we do 
not get this process started, of 
switching resources from the inter-" 
nal to the export market — we are 
in trouble,” he warns.
